‘POWERFUL INDIAN 
TRIBES DISAPPEAR 


War, Disease and Intermar- 
riage Cut Roster. 


Enid, Okla.—War, disease and t!n- 
termarringe have swept away many 
once-powerful Indian tribes and are 
reducing others to mere wraiths of 
their former might. 

George Rainey, authority on Indian 
history, finds time rapidly adding to 
the roster of fost tribes, many of 
which are remembered chiefly hecause 
their names have passed to cities and 
towns In the region where once they 
roamed. 

The Tonkawas. once disdained by 
other Indians, who accused them of 
cannibalism. have been reduced to 
about 26 members. They dwell near a 
town of that nome in Oklahoma. The 
Kichal, for whom a small tawn near 
Wichita, Kirn. was named, are gene. 
So are the Natchez. for whom the Mis 
sissippi city was named; the Biloxi 
Indians of sauthern Mississippl; the 
Mohegans; the Pamunkeys; the Pe 
quota: the Pedees; the Ktehagames: 
the Mobillans for whom Mobile was 
named; the Wacas. whose name Waco. 
Texas, bears, and many another stal- 
wart tribe of red men. 

Of these vanished tribes the Natchez 
have a particularily tragic  histery 
Rainey reintes..ina-fortheaming hook 
The French found them living nent 
the future site of Natchez In 1682 
Numerous conflicts with the French 
cost the Indians dearly, one of the 
most sanguinary fizhts taking place 
fn 1772, when the right of the French 
gevernor to occupy the site of one of 
thefr principal villages as a planta 
tion was contested. 

The Freneh awept down apon the 
tribesmen with musket fire and sword. 
kitting large numbers at Fort Rosalie, 
Miss, With the Choctaws, the for 
eigners Inter attacked the remaining 
warriors and almost exterminated 
them, 

A remnant of the band took refuge 
on Cicily Island in the Mississippi 
river, near the mouth of the Washiia 
tiver, and here again the French set 
apon them, killing many and selling 
others its slavery In Siutse Rowing. 
Some of the red men fied ro the Chick. 
asaw country in South Carolina, afier- 
ward moving to the Cherokee country 
in Georgia. Gradually their numbers 
dwindted and = thetr ftanguage = and 
traditions passed. Their tongue had 
ceased to be spoken in 1500, Ltuiney 
says.

ANCIENT ELEPHANT 
FOUND IN NEBRASKA 


Giant Tusker Built on Lines 
of Steam Shovel. 


Omaha, Neb.—They’ve found a new 
elephant out ere in Nebraska, Dr. 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, famous pale- 
ontologist of New York, says It’s a 
real discovery and that nothing like 
it has ever been found before. 

The new elephant is built along the 
lines of a stenm shovel. [ts great 
tusks extend straight out in front and 
the ends ure shaped just like a shovel. 
These tusks exten! from the lower 
Jaw and from the joint they measure 
seven feet. The tength of the lower 
Jawhones of the largest mammoth ele- 
phants heretofore known is less than 
two feet. 

Dr. Kk. H. Barbour. head of the pa 
teontological department of the Uni: 
versity of Nebraska, and curator of 
the university museuin, says the ant- 
mal walked the earth some 1,000,000 
Or 2,000,000 years ago. 

Dug Up in Nebraska. 

This) purticulur type of. elephant, 
which has been named “Amedelodon 
Wricki,” used to roam the Nebraska 
plains. The individual) skeleton has 
just’ been found In, Frontier county 
this state, and is ane in the museum 
of the University of Nebraska.  Oniy 
the lower juw, the tug: tusks. tremen 
dous teeth, still in’ plnce in the Jaw 
bone, a rib and a toe bone have been 
found, but the expedition from = the 
University of Nebraska ts now search 
ing Frontier county for other traces 
of the big fellow who carried a spade 
like a steam shovel out In front of 
him as he walked. 

The ends of tbe two tusks are set 
very close together, making practi 
cally a broad. stratght continucus line 
across the end where the ‘spade’

Her father, John Ff. Brown, a Scotch’ 
physician and gradunte of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. had come to the 
United States as a surgeon during the 
Civil war. At that thne, he married 
Luey Red Beard a Seminole. 

A son téeame chiet of the tribe and 
won the title of “Governor Brows, 
After the Intter’s death, his sister 
Alice was appointed by President 
Harding to serve as chief tor one day 
In order to complete business which 
her brother bad teft unfinished. A 
month tater she was renppointed in 
order to sign authoritatively a deed 
In behalf of the Seminole ration.

The resources of these forests is con- 
eervatively estimated to exceed $300,-

last fiscal year from the forests of the 
California district totaled $1,162,581, 
of which amount 25 per cent was re- 
turned to the State for distribution 
to counties in which the Federal for- 
ests are located, for schools and roads.
